The Amur expedition from Moscow State University imeni Lomonosovr has arrived
in Khabarovsk. The expedition, eastablished by the Ministry of the ¥ish Industry
USSR in 1945, has collected muoh valuable matertal on the life of frosh-water
fiah of the Amur, has established laws on the development of Amyr fish, and has
worked out methoda for restoring and ircreéasing the reserves of ‘these figh. The
expedition 1s oompleting its work this summer. '

Material collected will be published i: a 5-volume work, Mgt_g%gﬁ
RL the Amgr, the first two volumes of which vill come out by the end of iGh9,
Professor Nikol'skiy, member of the sxpedition, explains that expedition's
accomplishments are only the beginning of a great work, since the extensicn of
knovledge of Amur figh demands oooperative effnrts of sclentists and workers
of the fish industry.

ESTORIAN FISHING INDUSTRY GREATIY EXPANDED -- Sovetskaya Estoniya, No 159,

Tha Estonian fish industry has expanded greatly during the years of Soviet
pover. More than 100 colleotive flsheries have been organized and large Stste
fishing brigades created. Cannerles have been construoted in Smare, Viru, and
Iyaane. Eight fish comblnes, a net fa¢tory, and a motor construction plant
have been restored. TFigh-salting establishments have been set up in Pyarnmu,
Virtsu, Sianina, and Khaapsalu.

The prewar fishing level was attained in the first year of the Five-Year
Plan. In 1948, the flsh catch was 200 percent greater than in 1945, output of
fresh fish increased 100 percent, salted Tish 300 percent, sploed flsh 1,500
psroent, and canned fish 100 percent. In 1948, 200 percent more rprats (kilka)
were processed than in prewar years.

The Pyarnu and Nerva fish aombines have already exceeded their year plans
and have attalned the rate of production planned for 1950. Many other enter-
prises in the figh industry have also shown good resulte.

Iebor productivity has greatly incressed. In bourgeols Estonia, each
fisherman caugat 18 centners per year on the average. In 1948, the average
oatoh per fisherman was 35 ceatners, and this figure has already reached 32
centners for the first 6 months of 1949. Iabor productivity of State fishing
brigades was lll4 centners per fisherman in 1548 and 1s &s high as 108 ocentners
per fisherman in the first 6 months of 1949.

The Oborekly Cooperage of "Glavvostokrybtara®™ (Main Administration of the
Far Eagt Figh-Packing Materials Industry) is situated on the Durmin River. The
cooperage has continually increased production and ships its products to the
Amnr, Okhotsk, and Sakhalin fish industries. In 1948, workers produced 25.4 per-
cent more pmoking materfals than in 1947 and realizea 4 mi1llton rubles in above-
plan returns.
